Ogilvie vetoed a. bill that 
would have repealed the law in all counties but 
Cook, but we are getting used to the governor 
vetoing bills that the majority of the" public 
wants. 

This present bill would give every county in 
the state the right to hold aveferendum to decide 
whether the law should be retained within its 
jurisdiction. 

Proponents of the bill are predicting swift 
approval of the measure by the conservation com- 
mittee to which ithasbeen assigned. 

Easy ^passage in ; .$he 'House is also' predicted. 

We/hope that the Senate will also give, ap- 
proval to the measure and urge approval of it. by 
the governor even though the Republican leader- 
ship had hoped to keep bills bottled up in com- 
mittee..

Two changes In thelaw 
pending! and one proposed — af< 
feeling the state's driver's edu- 
cation program ] were outlined 
here today: by Secretary of State 
x Paul . Powell In . a talk at the 
spring conference, of the Illinois 
High School and College Driver 
Education Association. '- 

: The change which Is pending, 
and will become effective July, 1, 
involves the use of an instruction 
permit by a 15-year-old who has 
completed the 'high school driver 
education course, Mr. Powell said; 

The amended law will allow 'a 
15-year-old to practice driving alt- 
er completion of the course when 
accompanied by an adult who has 
held a drivers license for at' least 
a year, he explained. The present 
law allows such practice driving 
for those 16 and 17 years old, but 
makes no similar provision for .15 
year old students; even though 
they Have -completed the course. 

The proposed change in the 
law to be presented to the Gener- 
al Assembly would transfer licens- 
ing of commercial driver educa- 
tion schools from the Secretary of 
State to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, who now ad- 
ministers the high school pro- 
gram. ~ 

"I think that's where they be- 
long; and Superintendent Ray 
Page. has. agreed to take them," 
Secretary Powell said. "If we are 
going to call it driver education 
rather tlian driver training, then 
it should come under the. educa- 
tion- department, regardless of 
whether the operation is com- 
mercial or otherwise."

When reconstituted with water, 
nonfat dry milk costs from one- 
third to one-half as much as fresh 
fluid whole milk. 

Milk is a basic food the entire 
family needs every "day. It is an 
excellent source of calcium. -need- 
ed for strong bones 'imd teeth. The 
protein in milk builds and repairs 
body tissues, helps the body fight 
infection and supplies energy. In 
addition, milk contains heeded 
vitamins and minerals. 

Since nonfat dry milk lacks 
huMcrfal and vitamins A and D, 
its nutritive value docs not equal 
that' of fluid whole milk or forti- 
fied skim milk. But it docs contain 
all the other nutrients of fluid 
whole milk. Mrs. Volk points out 
(hat vitamin-fortified dry milk is 
now available in some markets. 
If "you substitute dry milk en- 
tirely for^ fluid milk, . providing 
enough vitamin D hi the diets of 
young children' may. be a problem. 
To be certain, toddlers gel needed 
vitamin D, you might mix equal 
amounts of reconstituted nonfat 
dry milk and. fresh whole milk. 
Or he certain (o use fortified dry

More than 777,009 veterans, ser- 
vicemen, wives, widows and chil- 
dren will receive increased edu[ 
cational allowances under a bill 
signed recently by the president. 
All trainees .under the G.I. Bill 
and other VA educational pro- 
grams were assured by Donald E. 
Johnson, Administrator of Vet- 
erans Affairs, that they 'will re 
ccivc the increases automatically 
and retroactive to Feb. 1. He 
stressed that it is not necessary 
to contact the VA to receive 
them. 

Johnson said most of those 
studying under the G.I, Bill in 
institutions of higher learning will 
receive one check about May 10, 
which will reflect the new regular 
monthly rate, and include retro 
octiye increases from February 
through April 

Veterans studying below col- 
lege level, including apprentice, 
on-the-job and cooperative train- 
ees, must certify their attendance 
to the VA every month to be eligi- 
ble for education allowance pay- 
ments. - 

The VA Administrator said this 
group also will receive one check 
around May 10 at th enew rates, 
including the retroactive increas- 
es, providing their attendance has 
been certified through April. 

However, the VA official ex- 
plained that some trainees below 
college level will receive pay ad 
justments in -two checks, because 
the VA will not receive their 
monthly attendance certifications 
in time to include, the increase in 

the. first check. — z — — - 

The VA chief added that veter- 
ons-traintng under the vocational 
rehabilitation program will re- 



receiving allowances under the 
dependents educational assistance 
program, the new monthly rales 
for full-time students are $175, 
three-quarter time students $128, 
and half-time students $81. 

The new law also sets up spe- 
cial programs for servicemen 
with educational handicaps. One, 
the predischarge education pro- 
gram, pays for a schooling of edu- 
cationally disadvantaged service- 
men before discharge without 
charge to their earned basis en' 



titlcment. 

In addition, the law provides 
for, an intensification of VA's 
"outreach" program to "contact 
and counsel veterans, widows, 
and children of certain disabled 
veterans about government edu- 
cation and training opportunities. 

Administrator. Johnson urged 
veterans interested in applying 
for education or training benefits 
to contact their nearest VA office 
nowfor a certificate of eligibility.' 
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ceive their increased educational 
allowances in early June. 

Information on the group is not 
computerized and all processing 
will have to be done Individually, 
requiring more time, he ex- 
plained. 

Again, he emphasized that 
there Is no need to contact the VA 
to receive the checks. 

He also noted that special ar- 
rangements arc . being made to 
pay those who were in training 
on Feb; 1, but who arc no longer 
in training. . * 

Administrator Johnson gave 
these details on the statute itself 
'PL 91-219): 

It increases from $130 to $175 a 
month the rate for single G.I. 
Bill veterans studying in an In- 
stitutional full-time program. 

A veteran with one dependent 
will receive $205 a month, two de- 
pendents $230, and $13 for each 
additional dependent. Rates arc 
scaled downward for less . than 
full-time students. ? - 

Single G.I. Bill students going 
three-quarter time will receive 
$128 a month, $152 with one de- 
pendent, $177 with two depend- 
ents, and an additional $10 a 
month, for each additional de- 
pendent. " 

Half-time G.I. students will re- 
receive $81 if they have no de- 
pendents,, $100 with one depend- 
ent, $114 with two dependents 
and an extra $7 for each addi- 
tional dependent. 

The rate for a single veteran 
under the vocational rehabilita- 
tion program was increased from 
$110 to $135 a month for full-time 
students. . A Veteran with one de- 
pendent will receive $181 a 
mouth, two dependents, $210, and 
$6 more for each additional de- 
pendent. These rates are also 
scaled downward, for less than 
fall-time students.

New ' developments in artificial 
limbs and their fitting are helping 
he Veterans Administration ease 
:he way to recovery for many 
:ombot injured veterans, accord- 
ing to Walter. J. Piotrowlcz, Ortho- 
pedic Shop Supervisor at the 
(lines, III., Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital. 

The prosthetics and sensory 
aids expert, who recently attend- 
ed a conference at the VA Pros- 
thetics Research and Develop- 
ment Center in New York, April 
13-15, said that a VA-developcd 
technique for fitting artificial 
limbs, immediately after surgery 
has been widely accepted in local 
and international medical circles. 

The new amputee, -while still on 

the opcratingjoble, is fitted with 

a temporary artificial Hmb which 

permits -weight bearing soon after 

"surger y. ' — 

A -new rubber-like synthetic, 
balata, used for shaping limb 



sockets, was demonstrated at the 
conference, he said. The rapid- 
forming material is applied di- 
rectly to below- 1 he-knee amputa- 
tions to form a socket. 

The present system requires a 
plastic cast, developing a master 
mold and then formation of the 
socket. 

Another advance in. the field of 
prosthetics during the past year 



is the "swing and stance" knee 
joint for artificial legs.. Adopted, 
this year for prescription distri- 
bution to qualified veterans by VA 
prosthetic centers, the device per- 
mits'an amputee to descend stairs 
and hills smoothly, walk grace- 
fully, and greatly reduces the dan- 
ger of" falling. 

ForJhe blind, VA is continuing 
its evaluations of a laser cane 
which warns the blind user of ob- 
stacles it "sees" by sending out 
laser beams. When an obstacle 
is detected above, below or to 
cither side of the user's path, the 
cane gives either an audible sig- 
nal, or a' vibrating signal to the 
hand, which tells the location of 
the obstacle. 

The laser cane Is under test at 
VA's WcstCoast-Blind-Rehabili-- 
tatlon Center in Palo Alto, Calif. 
lt-will-not-be-availablo-for_issue_ 
for 'several years, however, 

Highlights of the future pre- 
sented at the conference, included 
devices which may eventually 
Help the patient with paralyzed- 
arms and hands. Carbon dioxide 
charges and miniature electric 
motors run by rechargeable bat- 
teries were demonstrated which 
may be used in the future as 
"synthetic muscles" to operate 
hands and to brace limbs for 
paralyzed patients.
